FARMERS COLUM 


I read of a woman who committed 
suicide, being despondent over her 
cattle losses, and again of another 
man shooting his animals rather! 
than them suffer. Many read- 
ers of this column are also worried 
about the feed situation, So am 1.) 

Money in the bank cannot always 
buy feed when it is needed. My)| 
worry is, how to advise farmers 
to prepare for similar emergencies | 
in the future in a short space of 
time. We all know that the long 
time solution is to plant more tame 
hay fields to provide feed require- 
ments, That takes several years to 


see 


get maximum returns. The next 
best thing is to suggest green-feed. 
1 would suggest that it be sown 


early in the spring so that harvest- 
ing can be done before the wheat 
harvest is upon us. From three to 
seven tons of green feed per acre 
can usually be harvested. 

Perhaps many farmers will feel 
like selling off their cattle after this 
tough winter. If too many of you 
get the same idea, cattle prices may 
decline. When planting your green 
teed, why not seed from twenty to 
forty acres more than is needed 
fence it, and use this for summer 
pasture? We all know the value of 
cover crops and the rapid an@ 
economical gains that can be made 
when animals are fed on them, The 
same gains can be expected from 
cereal pasture. 

When grain prices drop to low 
levels, many farmers buy cattle to 
supplement their reduced income. 
Such ventures do not always turn 
out to be profitable because no 
pasture, or very little, is available 
for cattle on grain farms. By seed- 
ing a cereal, perferably Oats for 
pasture, this difficulty is overcome. 
Again, this practice takes land out 
of cereal production, thus creating 
“a more stable grain situation. 

Hay in the stack is better than 
money in the bank when we strike 
winters like the last two. Cattle cun 
eat hay and if it is on the farm or 
ranch, the cattle and the hay usual- 
Iv can be brought together. That
